As shown by the above summary, there 
are nineteen cities having 200,000 in- 
habitants oor more in 41900, nine- 
teen cities between 100,000 and 200,-

* 000, and eighty-one cities between 25,000 and 


50,000 inhabitants. There were 124 cities in 
1890 which had a population of 25,000 or more, 
but of these cities Brooklyn and Long Island 
City now form a part of New York City, 
showing a net gain of thirty-seven cities in 
1900, as compared with 1890.

Authorizes Members of the Union to 
Resume Their Old Places on Mon- 
day, Oct. 29, in All Collieries Oper-.

Hazleton, Pa., Oct. 25.—The following state- 
ment was given out for publication tonight. 
by President Mitchell of the United Mine 
Workers: 

“Temporary Headquarters United Mine 
Workers of America, Hazleton, Pa., Oct. 25. 
—To the Miners and Mine Workers of the An- 
thracite Region: After carefully canvassing 
the entire strike situation we, your officers, 
district and national, have concluded that 
your victory is so nearly complete that no 
good end can be served by continuing the 
strike longer. The contest has been in prog- 
ress for thirty-nine days and the companies 
employing you have, with few exceptions, 


signified their willingness to pay the scale of 


wages formulated by the Scranton conven- 

tion of Oct. 12 and 13. 

** After careful inquiry we are satisfied that 

each mine employé will actually receive an. 
advance of 10 per cent on the wages formerly 

paid. In the Schuylkill and Lehigh regions 
the largest companies have agreed that the. 
sliding scale should be suspended, and that 

wages should remain stationary at 10 per 

cent until April 1, 1901, thus removing one 

of the iniquities of which you have com- 

plained for many years. d 
“The companies agree, in their notices, te 

take up with their mine employés all griev- . 
ances complained of. We would therefore 

advise that when work is resumed commit- 

tees be selected by the mine employés and 

that they wait upon the superintendents of 

the companies and present their grievances 

in an orderly, businesslike manner and ask 

that they be corrected. 

“Your attention is respectfully called to 

the fact that the laws of the State of Penn- 

syivania provide that miners should be paid 

semi-monthly upon demand: we should 

therefore advise that each mine employé 
serve notice on the companies that he ex- 
pects to be paid his wages twice each month, 

as provided by law. 

*“*As there are some few companies who 
have neither posted, notified, nor signified, in 
any other manner, their willingness to pay 
the 10 per cent advance in wages and suspend 
the sliding scale, we would advise that un- 
less the men empleyed by such companies 
receive notice before Monday that the ad- 
vance will be paid they remain away from 
the mines and continue on strike until the 
companies employing them agree to the con- 
ditions offered by the other companies; and 
the employés of the companies who have 
offered the advance of 10 per cent and abol- 
ished the sliding scale are hereby authorized 
to resume work on Monday morning, Oct. 29, 
and to be prepared, if called on, to contribute 
a reasonable amount of your earnings for the 
maintenance of those who may be compelled 
to continue on strike.”’ 


RUNAWAY WIFE JUMPS 
FROM OCEAN STEAMER 
TO ELUDE A HUSBAND. 


Mrs. Paul Miachony, a Bride of Three 
Months, Takes Passage to Europe, 
but Escapes on a Tugboat as Vessel 
Is Leaving the Harbor of New York. 


New York, Oct. 25.—[Special.]—Former 
Countess Kiemannas, whose maiden name 
was Cecile A. Phelps of Richmond, Va., and 
who married Paul Miachony of Paris in a 
romantic and secret way three months ago, 
today made an attempt to escape from him 
by means of an ocean steamer and a tug. 

The bride of three months smiled to herself 
as, with two staterooms engaged on the 
steamer Kaiser Friederich, the steamer left 
its dock in Hoboken for Hamburg. 

She had, she thought, successfully eluded 
her husband, but she was surprised when the 
Kaiser Friederich was only 200 yards from 
shore to see near her on deck the black eyes 
and shining hat of the man from whom she 
was endeavoring to escape. 

Instantly she went to the other side of the 
steamer and made signs to a friend on shore, 
said to be her brother-in-law.

E. A. Stevens stole out under the lee of the 
big steamer. 

A rope ladder was thrown and the young 
woman descended the ladder tothetug. Her 
maid followed. 

As the tug was casting off her husband 
saw the scheme and the tug. Rushing to 
the side of the Kaiser Friederich he jumped 
for the deck of the tugboat. When he landed 
on the deck the Captain threatened to throw 
him overboard, whereupon the husband drew 
a revolver and dared the Captain to carry out 
his threats. 

Finally the Captain started for the New 
York shore and landed at Pier 1. Here the 
sergeant of the Harbor Police Station was 
called upon and he, it is said, compelled the 
Count to leave the tugboat. 

The tugboat then put back to Hoboken.

Workmen in the rendering plants of the 
Stock-Yards district returned last night to 
their lazy habit of letting the stench gen- 
erated at the works pass into the air through 
chimneys instead of absorbing it in water.

GAGE SOUNDS A WARNING. 


Secretary of the Treasury Addresses 
Young Men’s Republican Club of 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 


Brooklyn, N. Y., Oct. 25.—[Special.}—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Lyman 8. Gage ad- 
dressed the Young Men's Republican club 
here this evening. He devoted a large part 
of his address to an explanation, bordering 
on the technical, of the relative bullion value 
of gold and silver at the 16 to 1 ratio and re- 
viewed the history of the coinage laws of the 
United States. He then passed on to a dis- 
cussion of the effects of the proposed intro- 
duction of free silver coinage, saying in part: 

** How would the interests of wage-earners 
and salary paid people be affected if the 
Democratic Bryan proposition should be real- 
ized? In the year 1895 I had a conversation 
with one of the brightest and most capable 
business-men of the West. He was engaged 
in large affairs—an employer of labor, a bank 


said tome: ‘Iam persuaded that it is for the 
interest of the people of the United States 
to open the mints for the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, and to get, on to 
the silver standard as soon as possible.’ 

“ This was his explanation: ‘ We have come 
to a time,’ he said, ‘ when a protective tariff 
no longer protects. Under the Wilson bill, 
which, though a Democratic measure, {s stil] 
protective, our factories are idle, labor is out 
of employment, and general business lan- 
guishes. 

“*The truth is, we cannot compete in 
manufacturing with the older countries, 
where labor is cheap. Wages and salaries 
are too high here. The labor cost of what 
we manufacture is too great. We must ré- 
duce the labor cost. To undertake to reduce 
wages directly would simply breed strikes, 
lockouts, disorder, and riots; but cannot you 
see,’ he continued, ‘that if we adopt silver 
as standard money for our domestic use 
we will, while nominally paying the same 
wages, pay them in a kind of money which 
will be obtained at a cost, measured in fin- 
ished products, of not more than one-half 
the present cost in gold?’ 

“* Yes,’ I replied, ‘I see this clearly, but 
your proposition is a proposition to blind- 
fold the people’s eyes while you pick their 
. pockets. I cannot agree to your plan. Bet-

Sims Reeves began singing when only 14 
years old, and though he made great suc- 
cesses in opera and oratorio, it was as a 
ballad singer that he was especially popular. 
He made large sums of money.when in 
his prime, but never was a money saver.and | 
his latter years were clouded with poverty. 
His first step off the pinnacie’ was his 
engagement to teach the Guild Hall! Schoo! 
of Music in 1882. Again, In 1891, he was 
given benefits at Albert Hall upon the an- 
nouncement of his retiring from the stage, 
but each time he returned. In 1866 he en- 
tered upon a series of engagements in music 
halls. In April last he was given a civil list

John Sims Reeves was born at Shooter's 
Hill, Kent, on Oct. 21, 1822.

KILLS BROTHER IN FIGHT 


JOHN MARSHALL CONFESSES HE 
COMMITTED THE CRIME. 


Says Fatal Blow on the Head Was 
Struck in a Saloon Quarrel Over 
Game of Dice and That He Knelt in 
a Corner and Prayed That His Rel- 
ative Might Get Well — Three Are 
Held as. Witmweasesn — Victim Dies 
Without Making Statement, 


John Marshall, 638 Elston avenue, confessed 
last night that he struck the blow that 
caused the death of his brother, Frank Mar- 
shall, during a fight in a saloon owned by an- 
other brother, George Marshall, and Tony 
Grodzki, 187 West North avenug. The fight’ 
took place early on Monday morning, and the 
victim died at St. Elizabeth's Hospital on 
Wednesday night. 

The murderer sald in his confession, made 
to Lieutenant Kroll of the Rawson Street 
Station, that after he found his brother was 
seriously hurt after the fight he knelt ina 
corner of the saloon and prayed that Frank 
might get well. At the hospital the injured 
man when asked whether his brother struck 
him, steadfastly refused to answer, and died 
without making a statement that would be 
used as evidence against the guilty one. 


Police Are Misled. 

The police at first thought the death of 
Marshall duetoanaccident. About 2 o'clock 
Monday morning Grodzki, one of the owners 
of the saloon, and Patrick Gorman, 12 Wright 
street, brought John Marshall to the Rawson 
Street Station. He was unconscious. Over 
the top of his head was along wound. They 
told the police that they had found him 
lying on the sidewalk and that he had prob- 
ably been injured by falling against the 
curbing of the street. Their story was be- 
lieved and Marshal! was taken to St. Eliza- 
beth’s Hospital. 

After an investigatio® Lieutenant Kroll 
learned that the men had been together in 
the saloon Monday night and that a fight 
had taken place. The men in the saloon, in 
addition to the Marshalls, were James 
Hogan, 855 North Ashland avenue; Frank 
Joyce, 855 North Ashland avenue; and Grod- 
zki.

Chicago Hardware Merchant Dies of 
Heart Disease at His Residence, 
3159 Michigan Avenue. 


David Kelley, President of the hardware

INDIANA WINS FROM NOTRE DAMB. 


Game at Bloomington a Surprise—Is 
Full of Fierce Play. 


Bloomington, Ind., Oct. 25.—[Special.]— 
Notre Dame met a crushing defeat here to- 
day at the hands of Indiana University in 
one of the flercest games ever played In In- 
diana. The score was 6 to 0. Brute force 
and line bucking were the chief character- 
istics.

Four years ago 67,000 men were mustered 
for the parade. Up to 6 o'clock last night 


101,000 men had been assigned positions in. 


the line of march and applications were 
steadily coming in. Many organizations 
have notified the committee that large addi- 
tions have been made to their ranks. 

Decorations along the line of march will be 
more complete than ever before, and there- 
quest of the committee that the decorations 
be made general throughout the city for the 
day has met with a hearty response. In’‘the 
down-town district every business house 
along the line of march has signified its in- 
tention to make a display of some sort, while 
in many instances the decorations will be 
elaborate. 


Automobiles to Be in Line.

JOINT POLITICS 


JOHN MAYNARD HARLAN AND J. 
J. COBURN AT LAKE FOREST. 


Latter Interrupted Several Times and 
the Heckler Is Ejected by Police— 
Big Audience of Both Men and Wom- 
en Turns Out and Fills the Durand 
Art Institute and Applauds Points 
Made by Both Speakers—Silver, Fil- 
ipinos, Etc., Discussed. 


Lake Forest people listened to an old time 
political debate last evening. The audience 
of men and women, both Democrats and 
Republicans, which crowded the Durand Art 
ZJnstitute to hear John Maynard Harlan and 
John J. Coburn, both of Chicago, was not 
disappointed. Frequent sallies of applause 
greeted the points of each speaker. 

The debate was conducted under the direc- 
tion of the Lake Forest McKinley club and 
the Lake Forest Democratic club. Henry 
M. Coburn, President of the Democratic club, 
dntroduced the debaters and kept them with- 
dn the limit of their time. | 

The discussion was opened by Mr. Harlan, 
eho directed his attack upon freesilver. He 
held the attention of his audience closely, 
although he was interrupted repeatedly by a 
man who objected to his views on militarism. 
_“ You need have no fear of militarism,” 
eaid Mr. Harlan; “ I have none.”’ 

** But I have,’’ said the interrupter. 

*“*I should think you would,”’ was the reply. 

A policeman interfered and led the man 
from the hall. 

“That's militarism for you. How do you 
like it now?’ said the speaker. 

Says Bryan Is Afraid. 

“The Bryan of today,’ said Mr. Harlan, 
“is distinctly a desperate man who dares 
not say what he will do with free silver if 
he is elected; who was afraid to say to the 
people of the East that silver is still his is- 
sue, or to tell them whether or not he would 
maintain the gold standard.”’ 

To this statement Mr. Coburn replied: 

* Silver is not an issue in this campaign at 
all. We believe in it, but it is not a living 
issue, for even if Bryan is elected he will be 
| powerless, and yoy will be obliged to live 
under the same financial conditions for the 
next four years that have cursed you for four 
years past.”’ 

In their estimates of the Democratic candi- 
date the two speakers differed radically. 

“I admire Mr. Bryan as a personality,”’ 
said Mr. Harlan. “ Physically he is comely, 
psychologically he is interesting, and his 
handshaking is superb, but he has distinctly 
falen from the plane he. occupied in 1896, 
when he was willing to take a stand on every 
issue that presented itself.’

McKinley says that he 
does not know yet what he is going to do 
with them, but that after he has shot a little 
more Christianity and civilization into the 
Filipinos he will probably give them as much 
liberty as he thinks best.” 

* You are asked, then,” said Mr. Harlan 
in closing, *‘ to chose between William Mc- 
Kinley, who has given you four years of 
prosperity and a sound administration at 
home and abroad, and Mr. Bryan, who does 
not claim that he can make things any bet- 
ter, and may make them worse.”’ 

“The appeal to the workingman on the 
‘full dinner pail’ is an appeal to his stomach 
and not to his brain,”’ said Mr. Coburn; “ we 
propose on election day to throw this insult 
back Into the face of the Republican party.”

, As he aid four years ago, Bryan will end 
his part of the campaign in Chicago. Both 
‘the State and County Democratic commit- 
tees have made arrangements to bring him 
here a few days before election. This has 
been done, according to the Republicans, in 
the hope that by his speeches the fusion 
candidate for President will be able to stam- 
pede a sufficient number of voters to carry 
the city and county for their ticket. 

The Republicans, however, say that they 
are not at all alarmed as to the effect Mr. 
Bryan's coming this time will have on the 
situation. 

According to Executive Chairman Jamie- 
son of the Republican County committee it 
will be fully and effectively counteracted. 

“ They will not catch us napping,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘“‘as was the case in 1896. I have no 
fears of Mr. Bryan changing from 15,000 to 
20,000 voters from McKinley to himself, as 
he certainly did before.

Senator Says Candidate “Has WNot 
Sense of a Canary Bird and Is“ Par- 
amount Demagogue of Century.” 


Senator Mason told 300 workmen at School 
Hall, 400 West Eighteenth gtreet, last night 
that Mr. Bryan “ didn’t have the sense of a 
canary bird.’’ The Senator had been asked 
to speak in behalf of D. W. Mills, Republican 
candidate for Congress from the Fourth dis- 
trict, but before he finished he declared “ no 
Republican meeting could be called such 
that did not denounce Mr. Bryan’s dema- 
gogery.”’

When Shakspeare depicted the character 
of Jack Cade in “King Henry V1.” he 
portrayed for all time the type of ambi- 
tion, hat seeks to gain, power by appeal- 
ing to the baser passions of men. Cade’s 
harangue to the Kentish mob when he was

himself King of England has a strangely 
modern sound. His promises of “ reform” 
are of a kind that show him to have been 
the Bryan of his day. He called it “ ref- 
ormation,” and his methods were cruder, 
but his point of view was essentially the 
same. | 

Jack Cade did not talk about killing 
“trusts,” but he declared his intention of 
killing all the lawyers, because he hated 
law and order; and it was one of his car- 
dinal prificiples that any man who could 
read and write should be beheaded. He 
believed, like Bryan, that superior ability 
of any kind should be-suppressed. He set 
out literally to “run a mowing machine 
over society and cut off the heads of all 
the tall men.” Having never worked or 
earned anything, he shouted for having all 
things in common. This is how a Bryanite 
harangue sounded 450 years ago: | 

Cade—Be brave, then; for your Captain is brave, 
and vows reformation. There shall be in England 
seven half-penny loaves sold for a penny; the 
three-hooped pot shall have ten hoops, and I will 
make it felony to drink small beer; all the realm 
shall be in common; and in Cheapside shall my 
palfry go to grass; and when I am King, as King 
I will be— 

All—God save your Majesty! 

Cade—I thank you, good people; there shall be 
no money; all shall eat and drink on my score; 
and I will apparel them all in one livery, that 
they may agree like brothers, and worship me 
their lord. 

The original Jack Cade promised that 
when he came to power “there shall be 
no money.” The modern Jack Cade 
promises his followers that 50 cents shall 
be a dollar. By comparison Bill Bryan is 
only a half-hearted “ reformer.” Cade told 
the mob that he would make seven half- 
penny loaves to be sold for a penny when 
he became King, and Bryan tells the work- 
ingmen that he will have their wages raised 
when he becomes President. The words of 
the original Jack Cade were worth as much 
as those of the modern one. The talk in 
both cases is that of a demagogue. 

The English adventurer of the fifteenth 
century tried to stir up class hatred by 
denouncing superior ability in every form, 
just as his modern disciple is doing. In 
Jack Cade’s day the most noticeable proof 
of ability was the power to read and write, 
so he declared this a capital crime. In 
Bryan’s day the proof of ability is found 
in the power to build a great factory or to 
conduct a large commercial enterprise and 
make it pay, so this is the crime that m 
his displeasure. He would dea. with suc- 
cessful corporations as Jack Cade dealt with 
Lord Say, who was killed because he could 
speak French, or as Cade dealt with the 
inoffensive Clerk of Chatham, who was 
charged with the monstrous crime of being 
able to “ read and write and cast accompt.” 

Cade—Dost thou use to write thy name? or hast 
thou a mark to thyself, like an honest, plain-deal- 
ing man? 

Clerk—Sir, I thank God, I have been so well 
brought up that I can writemy name. 

All—He hath confessed: away with him! he’s 
a villain and a traitor. 

Cade—Away with him, I say! hang him with his 
pen and inkhorn about his neck’ [Clerk is taken 
out and executed. ] 

It was Cade’s réle to “love the com- 
mons” and to promise the mob all sorts 
of rewards at the expense of the well-to- 
do. Haying stirred up actual rebellion on 
a basis of class hatred, he led his rabble 
into battle with the watchwords that have 
been the stock-in-trade of the demagogue 
from his day to Bryan’s: 

And you that love the commons, follow me. 
Now show yourselves men; ’tis for liberty. 
We will not leave one Lord, one gentleman: 
Spare none but such as go in clouted shoon. 

_This is the policy of the modern Jack 
Cade—to pose as the champion of-the in- 
competent against the competent, of the 
idle against the industrious, of the worthless 
against the thrifty. “ §$pare none but such 
as go in clouted shoon.” Any man who 


| can make money must have his head lopped 


off. Any man who has saved enough 
money to live comfortably deserves the 
envy and distrust of other people. It is 
the gospel of hate and covetousness, the 
ancient and dishonorable instrument of the 
demagogue. Whether attended with blood 
and rapine, as in‘ Jack Cade’s day, or with 
economic chaos and dishonest money in the 
hands of a Bryan, the principle is the same. 
In both cases the demagogue is willing to 
ruin everybody else for his own personal 
ends. 


THE DEATH RATTLE IN ITS THROAT. 

The Building Trades council is on the 
eve of dissolution. The business agent of 
one of the unions which is considering the 
advisability of withdrawing from it says 
the council “is about as useful as a dead 
horse.” According to some figures printed 
in a city paper the membership of the 
council at the beginning of the controversy 
with the contractors was 25,000, of whom 
only 15,000 remain, It is said that 5,000 
workmen have left the city since build- 
ing operations ceased, while the membership 
of the bricklayers’ and other unions which 
bave withdrawn from the council is in 
round numbers 5,150. Unions with a mem- 
bership of 6,100 are negotiating with the 
eontractors with a view to withdrawal. 
There will be little left to the Building 


'Trades council when they go. 


President Hadley said at the recent cele- 
bration of the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
Vanderbilt University that the dangers of 
our great organizations of capital and 
labor “can be effectively met only when 
their character as trusts "—in the honorable 
sense of the word—“is recognized; only 
when there is a sense of honor in conduct- 
‘ing them.” No sense of honor or responsi- 
bility has controlled the ruling spirits of 
the Building Trades council. Organized 
ostensibly to protect the interests of labor, 
it has for some time been regarded as a 
political machine, whose officers were given 
jobs at the City Hall to make them use 


/renefit of the “ machine” politicians of the 


Democratic party. 

In its dealings with employers the Build- 
ing Trades council became dictatorial and 
arbitrary. It assumed that it had unlimit- 
ed power and was not governed by any sense 
of responsibility in the exercise of that 
power. The men connected with it who 
were most to blame for the long cessation 
of building operations in this city feel 
now that they made an inexcusable blunder 
when they undertook to force the con- 
tractors to the wall. Had the council been 
less arrogant all the questions in dispute 
could have been settled by arbitration. The 
council, like the Pullman company in 1894, 
said there was nothing to arbitrate. Mulish- 
ness never pays. 

When unions and contractors agree to 
settle their differences through the ma- 
chinery of boards of arbitration, and when 
the former rénounce the “sympathetic 
strike,” as they are beginning to do, there 
will be nothing to prevent the immediate 
investment of millions of dollars in new 
buildings in this city. That will mean work 
at good wages next year for all the men 
in the building trades unions. 


PERPLEXITIES OF AN ANTI-TRUST MAN 

Two Eastern corporation lawyers criticise 
Mr. Bryan's anti-trust plan. One of them, 
Mr. Albert B. Boardman, says that Mr. 
Bryan's proposition to put on the free list 
articles made by “trusts” suggests the 
fact that “the remedy is often worse than 
the disease.” As Tue TriIBuNE has pointed 
out, the entire removal of duties on such 
articles would close many factories not be- 
longing to trusts and throw thousands of 
men and womer out of work for no fault 
of their own or their employers. Further- 
more, to make the plan effective the Presi- 
dent must be given a ‘power over customs 
duties which the Democrats contended in 
1890 was unconstitutional even in the ex- 
tremely limited degree contemplated by the 
reciprocity legislation of that year. ‘The 
grant by Congress to the Executive of the 
legislative power Mr, Bryan proposes the 
latter shall exercise is a grant no Congress 
will be willing to make. 

Mr. James B. Dill of New Jersey analyzes 
Mr. Bryan’s federal license plan. He says 
what is proposed is “a State corporation 
“regulated by federal control, the logical 
* conclusion of which proposition is nothing 
“more or less than national corporations.” 
That is, indeed, the logical conclusion, and 
it is not impossible that many of the large 
corporations would accept it with pleasure. 

Mr. Bryan does not say that he believes 
in national corporations, chartered, regulat- 
ed, and controlled by the national govern- 
ment instead of by the States. Were he 
to do so he would, so Mr. Dill says, “‘ im- 
mediately run against the doctrine of cen- 
tralization as opposed to State rights.” It 
has been an article of faith with Demo- 
crats from an early day that the general 
government cannot create a corporation and 
empower it to do business in the States. 
That was one of their objections to the 
United States bank. They cannot consist- 
ently concede to the general government 
the power to charter industrial corporations 
to do business throughout the United 
States. 

Nor will it be easy to persuade Southern 
Democrats that the general government, 
acting through the President or some ap- 
pointee of his, has power under the con- 
stitution to dictate to an Alabama or a 
Georgia manufacturing corporation the con- 
ditions on which it may be allowed to sell 
its goods in Mississippi or in South Caroli- 
na. They will say that is a question for 
States to settle and is not one to be de- 
termined for the whole country at Wash- 
ington.. 


THE LATEST LYNCHING. 

Southern lynchers are not particular as 
to the offenses their victims have com- 
mitted. During the present year they have 
lynched negroes on suspicion of crime, for 
making threats against white persons, for 
giving information that led to the arrest 
of white criminals, for presuming to de- 
fend themselves when attacked, from race 
prejudice, for testifying in court in behalf 
of prisoners of their own race, for aiding 
prisoners to escdpe, for petty larceny, for 
crossing a ferry without paying toll, for 
having bad reputations, and for no offense 
whatever, It has been reserved for Georgia 
lynchers to murder two negroes for not 
shooting straight while hunting rabbits, and 
landing some of their shots in the side of a 
house instead of in the animal they were 
after, Poor marksmanship must, there- 
fore, be added to the other extraordinary 
reasons that are sufficient with a white 
mob for killing blacks. 

Georgia is one of the priucipal offenders 
this year in the matter of lynching. Last 
year it was the worst one. It is only ex- 
ceeded by Mississippi and Louisiana in 
1900. The Governor of the State, instead 
of protecting negroes from mob murder 
for trivial offenses and ferreting out and 
punishing those concerned in it, is now 
recommending to the Legislature to enact 
ne which will foster resentment 
and at the same time increase lynching by 
rendering the negroes less capable of pro- 
tecting themselves and taking away from 
them) all possible assistance at the hands 
of justice. His theory is that the negroes 
have| no idea of the sanctity of the ballot 
and the responsibilities of citizenship, and 
that no man who is incapable of using the 
ballot properly, that is, casting it for Demo- 
crati¢ candidates, should imperil the Demo- 
crati¢e ticket by his ignorance or vicious- 
ness. The application of his theory is 
to enact a law by the operation of which 
the negro will remain in ignorance, which 
involves an increase of viciousness. The 
negro, to be entitled to vote, must be quali- 
fied by property and by education. With 
such limited opportunities as he has to ac- 
quire either, this is equivalent to his dis- 
franchisement. But why go this round- 
about way to disfranchisement? Considering 
the popularity of lynching and the in- 
numerable offenses which are considered 
as justification for its practice, why not 
legalize lynching and shut up the courts 
which are impotent? Every negro lynched 
is a negro disfranchised. .

The most encouraging thing about the 
action ‘taken by the Civil Service commis- 
sion concerning Alderman Fowler's charges 
is that it is possible for a verdict dismissing 
two pet officials from the city’s employ to 
be given under the second Harrison ad- 
ministration. This is the most notable 
event that has happened during that ad- 
ministration, for it indicates that perhaps 
we are to have a merit system after all. 
If the commission can exercise such power 
as it has, we do not know why it cannot 
extend the sphere of its beneficent influence 
to other departments. 

If it wishes to find new fields of labor it 
might investigate the smoke bureau. Per- 
haps there is some Alderman as intelligent 
and fearless as Alderman Fowler who 
may wish to win for himself as much name 
and fame as he has. If there is such an 
Alderman he will accomplish his purpose 
if he will induce the commission to inquire 


‘who the smoke inspectors are, to ascertain 


their antecedents, and what was the previ- 
ous training which qualified—or failed to 
qualify—them for their positions, and to dis- 
cover how they discharge their duties or to 
what degree they fail to discharge them. 
The commission will relieve the curiosity 
of the public if it will find out what fur- 
maces or smoke-consuming devices have 
been strongly recommended to the owners 
of buildings, and what others have been 
condemned and why. The public is also 
curious to know what “ pulls” have been 
so potent as to obtain for some men the 
privilege of violating the smoke ordinance 
without molestation. It must be admitted 
that under the present régime the smoke 
bureau exists for the purpose of “ licensing ” 
the emission of smoke instead of stopping 
it. It may be that this nuisance cannot be 
suppressed; but it can be diminished. The 


smoke bureau makes no effort either to sup- 


press or diminish it. , 

Two lawyers whose offices have been 
filled with smoke,’ being unable to get any 
relief through that bureau, have had to 
bring suit against the owners of the building 
whose smoking chimney has annoyed and 
injured them. If the Civil Service commis- 
sion will investigate it will find there is no 
reason for the existente of the smoke 
bureau. It does nothing. It is worthless. 
It is expensive, not merely because of sal- 
aries paid to no purpose but because of the 
tribute levied indirectly on property-owners 
by it. 

The commission will also find much to 
investigate in the Health department. It 
may be able to find out on what terms men 
are allowed to pollute the air with stenches 
after nightfall and who gets the “ rakeoff.” 
It can with profit take up some of the 
branches of the Department of Public 
Works—water pipe extension and bridges, 
for instance—and ascertain how efficient 
the employés are, and inquire whether the 
work cannot be better done with fewer men 
who understand their business and are will- 
ing to attend to ft. 

What the commission has just done 
throws a gleam of lightahead. Ifthe heads 
of departments understand that they are 
likely to lose their jobs if they connive at 
rascality and extravagance, there may be 
a reform municipal government in spite of 
the Mayor and his adviser. The civil ser- 
vice may not be in the future what it has 
been in the past—a refuge and asylum for 
broken-down politicians and worthless de- 
pendents. The offices may not be “jobs” 
to be given out merely through favoritism 
to help the party, but may be given with 
some reference to the needs of the public 
and the requirements of the service econom- 
ically administered. | 


MR. HANNA AS A PUBLIC SPEAKER, 

One of the unexpected and original de- 
yelopments of the campaign has been the 
appearance of Senator Hanna, chairman of 
the Republican National committee, as a 
stump speaker. He was not supposed to 
have any special endowments as an orator, 
and he will probably now disclaim any ac- 
complishments in this respect. But he is 
undoubtedly an effective campaign speaker. 
He makes no pretension to the graces or 
arts of oratory. Heis no spellbinder. He 
does not indulge in the usual apostrophes to 
“the lag” and the “ constitution.” He 
does not quote Lincoln, nor does he refer 
gloomily to Benedict Arnold and Jeff Davis, 
or use any of the old-time sentiments of 
the professional American orator. He 
speaks ina plain, straightforward, practical, 
common-sense way, and addresses himself 
to business questions solely. 

It should be noticed that Mr. Hanna has 
a keener sense of discrimination than some 
of his followers. He does not exhaust him- 
self in making attacks upon the Democratic 
party as such, or as it was before Bryan be- 
came its leader. He practically distin- 
guishes between Democracy and Bryanism. 
This is something his less astute subordi- 
nates have not always the wisdom to do. 
One of the speakers at the Coliseum on 
Wednesday night occupied a good deal of 
time in reviewing Mr. Cleveland’s second 
administration and the Wilson bill. This 
was a pure waste of effort, not at all use- 
ful to the cause the speaker was advocating. 

If all the men who voted for Cleveland in 
1892 were to vote for Bryan in 1900 proba- 
bly Bryan would be elected. It is precisely 
because the Oleveland Democrats do not 
approve of Bryan and will not vote for 
him that the result of this election is al- 
ready practically determined. There is evi- 
dence that the Republican speakers have 
been instructed to make no attacks on the 
old-line Democracy, for the orator from 
Kansas said he was violating instructions 
received from the chairman of the meeting 
when he went off upon his wild harangue 
against Democracy, as it was in 1892. Mr. 
Hanna, with nicer discrimination, corrected 
himself when he found himself imadvertent- 
ly about to use the word Democracy and 
substituted the word Bryanism. “I don’t 


call it Democracy,” he said; “it is Bryan- 


ism, nothing else.” The applause of his 
auditors showed that the distinction was 
appreciated. 

Senator Hanna himself is doubtless aware 
that his success is to a great extent one of 
curiosity. The people come to hear a man 
so extensively cartooned; he is perhaps the 
best advertised man in the United States. 
But, on the other hand, the Senator has 
the ability to take advantage of his oppor- 
tunity, and some of those who come to scoff 
remain to pray. His speeches are so plain, 
direct, and simple in manner that they par- 
take of the mature of the higher kind of 
oratory, which is not content merely with 
an exhibition of forensic skill but which is 
addressed to the audience for the purpose 


of persuading and convincing those who are 


Too many orators think overmuch 


of what the public may be thinking of them 
as individuals, and think too little of the 
arguments they are using and whether 
they are likely to be effective. In other 
words, they think more of themselves than 
of their arguments. This is a fault that 
cannot be attributed to Senator Hanna. 
He is manifestly sincere and earnest, and 
his sincerity and earnestness appeal to his 
audiences and carry conviction.

Good California Story. 
‘‘Hard-Pan.” By Geraldine Bonner. 
The Century company. 

It is not every day that one chances upon 
so readable a book as “ Hard-Pan.” The 
name is not particularly inviting, and, al- 
though it is extremely apropos, it is not 
likely to convey any correct idea of the na- 
ture of the story, which is of more than or- 
dinary interest. 

It is a story of San Francisco and deals 
with conditions that are peculiar to that 
and other California cities. The best bit of 
character drawing in it is that of Colonel 
Ramsay Reed, father of the heroiné He 
is an old, forgotten bonanza king,* whose 
glory has departed, having passed away 
with his gold. With pathetic insistence he 
tries to keep his old friends, striving by 
every means to preserve some sort of con- 
nection with the old life, be it never so 
slight, for his daughter’s sake. Heis a gar- 
rulous old person, and besides has the habit 
of borrowing small sums of money, which 
he never pays back, so all his friends fight 
shy of him. John Gault alone shows any 
inclination to tolerance; but John has seen 
Viola, the Colonel’s daughter. 

There is one time when John suspects 
Viola of knowing all about her father’s de- 
mands upon his purse and of courting his 
favor because of it. She believes her father 
gets the money from mining stock, how- 
ever, and when she discovers the truth and 
surprises John into a confession that he 
had mistrusted her, she makes a most thrill- 
ing scene, which the author portrays in a 
highly creditable way. After this she and 
her father mysteriously disappear, and all 
John’s efforts to find her are vain. Another 
woman is introduced into the story, who is 
so good and beautiful and fs so much with 
John that the reader has the most anxious 
fears as to his loyalty to Viola, but, for- 
tunately, the lost young Woman reappears 
just at the right time. 

Miss Bonner’s style is refined and dell- 
cate, and she is a charming story-teller, 
Only with the end of the story can one quar- 
rel. It is a happy ending, but her methods 
here seem inartistic, which is lamentable 
in view of the excellence of the rest of the 
story. It is the author’s first book and be- 
speaks a successful future for her in the 
province she has chosen.

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MPEROR WILLIAM 
-has sensibly aban- 
doned his much dis- 
cussed project of 
crowning himself as 
King of Prussia at 
Koenigsberg on Jan. 
18 next, which will 
be the two hundredth 
anniversary of the 
day when the first 
King of Prussia 
crowned himself in 
Koenigsberg, and the 
ruler of the northern 
part of Germany, 


Who until that time had borne the title of 


Elector of Brandenburg, transformed him- 
self intoa King of Prussia. But the so-called 
Coronation Festival, which takes place each 
year on Jan. 18 at the imperial palace at 
Berlin, the day being invariably signalized 
by the wholesale distribution of decorations 
and the installation and inauguration of the 
new Knights of the Order of the Black Eagle, 
will next winter be celebrated with more 
than ordinary splendor and solemnity in the 
royal palace at Koenigsberg, the festivities 
having a national character, instead of that 
of a mere court function, as befits the com- 
memoration of:so importdnt an event as the 
bi-centenary of the Prussian kingdom. 

The Kaiser has displayed much wisdom in 


abandoning his intention of crowning him- 


self. For it would not only have had the ef- 


fect of reviving all sorts of now dormant 


controversies on the subject of the constitu- 
tional rights of the Prussian monarchs but 
it would likewise have called attention to 
the fact which Emperor William particular- 
ly desires should be kept in the background— 
namely: that he is not the Emperor and sov- 
ereign of all Germany, but merely the Ger- 
man Emperor, a titular honor borne by him 
as President of the confederation of sover- 
eigns comprised in the German Empire. 

An official denial has been issued of the 
story according to which the Crown Prince 
of Roumania had waived his rights to the 
throne in favor of his little 7-year-old boy, 
Charles, owing to the notorious and active 
Muscovite sympathies of the Crown Princess, 
who, as the daughter of a Russian mother 
and a grandchild of Czar Alexander II., ops 
poses the Philo-German policy of the King 
and of his government. The origin of this 
story must be ascribed to the fact that owing 
to the increasing ill-health of Crown Prince 
Ferdinand, who is afflicted with consump- 
tion, steps have recently been taken 
at Bucharest to provide for a regency 
of the kingdom in the event of his little 


boy coming to the throne as a minor. The 


King himself is getting on in years and is 
not strong. so that some such measure as 
this had become urgent. 

According to the law just enacted to meet 
the eventuality the regency will be consti- 
tuted by a triumvirate, the senior member 
of which will be the chief of the Sigmaringen, 
or non-reigning branch of that house of 
Hohenzollern to which Emperor William be- 
longs, while the other two members of the 
regency are to be the Minister of War for the 
time being and the Primate and Metropolitan 
of the National State Charch of Roumania 
(which follows the Greek rite). 

The present chief of the house of Hohen- 
zollern is Prince Leopold, elder brother of 
King Charles, and whose candidature for the 
throne of Spain in 1870 led to the war between 
Germany and France. He is married to the 
Infanta Antonia of Portugal, sister of the 
late King of Portugal, and her eldest son, 
Prince William, married to a Bourbon Prin- 
cess, daughter of that claimant to the throne 
of Naples who is known as the Count of 
Caserta, was for several years Crown Prince 
of Roumania, eventually renouncing that 
dignity and waiving his rights in favor of his 
younger. brother, Ferdinand. Immensely
